UMW CONTEMPT TRIAL OPENS 
Dogs Join Hunt 
For Zoo Leopard 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Feb. 27.—(#)—Heavily-armed 


hunters chased, among the oil derricks northeast of Okla- 
homa City today in search of a vicious jungle-bred leop- 
ard that has evaded pursuers 48 hours. 


The desperate hunt for the animal, only a few weeks 


out of the jungles'of his native India, branched out in all 
directions. 


In rapid succession the hunters, some of them employ- 


ing specially trained dogs, investigated four different re- 
ports that the leopard had been seen at widely separtec 
points. 


But by the time the searchers arrived in the area they 


found no trace of the .big spotted cat which leaped from 
an 18-foot pit and escaped from the Lincoln Park zoo 
here Saturday. 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Feb. 27—(IP) 


—Seven dogs trained in mountain 
lion hunting took the trail1 today 
in an effort to find Oklahoma Ci- 
ty's missing leopard. 


They were in charge of Bryon

Frazier warned the cat hadn't 
eaten since Saturday and said his 
hunger will make him even more 
dangerous. 


"Besides that his nature leads 


him to kill for pleasure," Frazier 
added. 


The only tangible clue to the 
animal's presence in the zoo early 
today are the hairs caught under 
the rough edge of the fence where 
he was reported seen 
by 
two 


guards, M. D. Douglas and W. T.' 
Cook, just before 1 a. m. (GST). 
The spot is near the cage of the 
leopard's mate. 


The ZOO pounds of jungle fury 


escaped from this same enclosure 
Saturday after springing 18 feet 
from its pit In the zoo. 


Since then he has led hundreds 


of hunters through two days of 
weary tramping for 15 miles to

Sir Harry Lauder 
Of Scottish Fame 
Succumbs At 79 


STRATHAVEN, 
Scotland. Feb. 


27—CAP)—Sir Harry Lauder, the be- 
loved Scottish comedian, has gone 
roamin" in the gloamin' for the last 
time. He died last night at the age 
of 79 after an 
illness 
of 
many 


months. 
. 


Sir Harry, whose twinkling eyes 
and 
broad 
baritone made him 
known in both the United States 
and Europe for a half century, suf- 
fered from an arterial blood clot 
complicated by kidney ailments. 


The man who wrote 
"Roamin' 


In the Gloamin'" and turned it al- 
most into a folksong In populari- 
ty, drove himself with public ap- 
pearances until last year 
Then 


on the repeated advice of doctors 
he reluctantly announced his re- 
tirement. 
"I suppose a man can't go on for- 
ever—though I'd be: perfectly wil- 
ling-to," he ^mii-ited.'--^"*" ; 


Sir Harry was widely known in 
the United States where he made 
some two dozen tours from coast to 
coast. 
His last trip to America was 
made in 1937. 


• Although Sir Harry had sung his 
swan song on the commercial stage 
more than a decade ago, he* had not 
ceased being a showman. Still hale 
and hearty he skirled his pipes and 
waved his knobby stick for soldier 
audiences in Britain' all 
during 
World War II, the same as he had 
done a gene-ration before for troops 
at home and for charity. 
He went on recruiting drives or- 
ganizing 
shows 
and playing in 
Scottish towns on behalf of church- 
es, schools, hospitals, clubs 
and 
community projects. 
Born Aug. 4, 1870, Lauder went 
to work in a flax mill at tho age of 
11, when his father died. Then he 
became a coal miner. 
Lauder always said the turning 
point of his life was his marriage 
at the age of 20 to Annie Vallance. 
His young wife played the piano 
and they started giving concerts at 
small entertainment halls in Scot- 
land.

Early in the 1900s he went to the 
music halls in London, became a 
success there and his fame spread 
to the Usited States. 


"Mercy-Death" Victim Had No Pulse 
Before Air Injection, Nurse Reports 


MANCHESTER, N. H., Feb. 2. 
—W—A nurse testified today she 
saw Dr. Hermann N. Sander in- 
ject the needle of an empty sy- 
ringe in to the veins of a cancer 
patient and that he then turned 
to her and said he would call the 
undertaker. 


Miss Elizabeth Rose told a 13- 
tnan jury trying Sander tor mur- 
der that a few minutes earlier 
three persons—including another 
doctor—tried vainly to find the 
woman patient's pulse. 
Dr. 
Sander 
flushed 
once—for 
the first time he 'las shown any 
outward 
emotion—as the pretty 
blonde 24-year old nurse calmly 
outlined the "death bed" drama. 
The 41-year old country doctor 
is accused of murder in the "mer- 
cy killing" death of Mrs. Abbie 
Borroto, 59, by injecting 40 cubic 
eentimeters of air into her veins. 


Miss Rose, who cared for Mrs. 
Borroto from the time she enter- 
ed the hospital, said she saw Dr. 
Sander apply an empty syringe to 
the dying woman's arm. 
Then, she testified, the doctor 
turned and told her "air in th'e 
veins would act like an embolus." 


(An embolus is defined as 
an 
abnormal particle circulating in 
the blood—such as a bubble of 
air or a clot of blood.) 


Miss Rose said that as the 
needle pierced Mrs. Abbie Bor- 


roto's 
gasp." 
The 


arm she heard a "louder 


nurse previously had testi- 


fied that three persons had tried 
vainly to find the patient's pulse 
beat a few minutes before Dr. 
Sander arrived at her bedside. 


Miss Rose said, however, that 
Mrs. Borroto was gasping. 


According to the nurse, Dr. San- 
der asked her to get him a 10 or 
20 cubic centimeter sterile syr- 
inge; that she got a 10 cc syringe 
at a medicine closet, also 
some 
gauze which she soaked with alco- 
hol to make 
in 
an 
"alcohol 
sponge." 


Miss Rose testified she return- 
ed to Mrs. Borroto's room where 
'.Dr' Sander was standing on the 
left hand side of the bed, towards 
the foot of the bed." 
The nurse's long testimony was 
a recital of aid and medicines 
given the patient and her condi- 
tion over many days. It mainly 
was a story of the woman's slow- 
ly weakening condition, often ac- 
companied 
by 
pain. 
Morphine 
was given the patient on several 
occasions. 
In her second day on the wit- 
ness stand, Miss Rose was care- 
fully led through the events of 
that morning until 11 a. m. when 
"I was unable to get her pulse."

STATEMENT TO 
ZION'S REST 


Plans Announced 
On Improvements 
In Annexed Area 


As a result of the announcemen 


of the purchase of the North Bea 
ton Water Supply Co., Saturday 
Mayor Hubert T. Braselton today 
released a statement to citizens of 
the city's newly annexed areas 
The message Includes city plans for 
future improvements. 


The statement follows: 
Now that the city has purchas- 
ed the water line serving the 
/ion's Best area, the City Com- 
mission feels you are entitled to 
the following Information: 


"1— After Feb. 23., water users in 


the Zion's Rest area wil1. be en- 
titled to city water rates. 


"2— The cost of the water system 


as well as other unexpected expen- 
ditures in the water department 
will prevent the city from extend- 
ing or making major improvements 
on the line at the present time. 


"3 — The city will maintain pres- 


ent water servcle and will instal 
fire plugs where needed on the six- 
inch main line. (Fire plugs can be 
installed only on six-inch lines) 
However, any group of citizens who 
wish six-inch main extension may 
do so under the city's recently ap- 
'proved plan. 
"The plan provides for the ex- 


tension of main lines when the 
cost is underwritten by the prop- 
erty owners in the area. The plan 
provides that the citizens who pul 
up the money will be repaid from 
the revenue of the line over a pe- 
riod of five years. 
Refund pay- 


ments will not exceed 20 per cent of 
the line's revenue in any one year. 


"Any group of citizens interested 


in the above program is urged to 
contact the city commission so a 
survey to detrmine cost can be 
made. 


"4 — The city Is ready 
to 
go 


ahead with street improvements 
and has a plan -where the city 
will black top any street 'where 
the property owners surface the 
street with six Inches of gravel. 
The abutting property 
owners 


are to pay for the gravel. 


"5 — The city Is considering a 


revenue bond issue to be paid for 
by present sewer 
charges. Pas- 


sage of this bond will enable the 
city to complete needed sewer im- 
provements and extensions in one

"Atom Smasher" 
Being Built At 
Texas University 


AUSTIN, Feb. 27.—UP)—Universi- 
y of Texas scientists are building 
a four million-volt atom smasher 
at the school's off-campus research 
center for use in atomic research 
.nd teaching. 
Dr. Emmett L. Hudspeth, who 


oined the university's faculty in 
"'ebruary as a physics professor, 
'ill build the machine and direct 
ts use in atomic experiments. He 
came here from the Barthol Foun- 
dation of Franklin Institute, Swath- 
more, Pa. 


The machine, known as a Van 


3e Graff generator, will be a part 
of a nuclear physics laboratory and 
will be operated by the physics de- 
partment. The mechanism will be 
s large as any of its type now in 
sxistence. 


It will take two years to get the 


renerator ready for experiments, 
Dr. Hudspeth says. 
Its assembly 


will require a year, with an addi- 
ional 12 months for control circuit 
une-ups. 
The University appropriated $50,- 


500 for constructing the new atom 
masher. Further support for the 
>roject may come from the Atomic 
Energy Commission. 


World Suicide Bomb— 
Will Eaith Destroy Itself In "Dust Of Death"? 


NEW YORK, Feb. 27.—Iff1)—The 
hydrogen bomb could be rigged to 
create a dust cloud of death, kill- 
ing all humans in the world, Dr. 
Leo Szilard, one of the nation's top 
atomic scientists, said 
yesterday 
.It could be turned into a world 


suicide bomb, murdering brother, 
friend and ally, 
enemy 
and all 
alike. There would be no escape 
for anyone, Szilard said. 


Szilard, biophysicist of the Uni- 


versity of Chicago, was in agree- 
ment with three other authorities 
about this possibility. They agreed: 


The cloud would be radioactive 


dust. It would be carried every- 
where by the winds. It would poi- 
son the air you breathe. It would 
settle to earth, contaminating ev- 
ery plant and everything that hu- 
mans use in living. 


The radioactivity would kill slow- 
ly but surely over a period of time. 
This dust of death would come 


from harmless chemical elements 
put around the H-bomb. The bomb 
would make these chemicals ra- 
dioactive and scatter them into the 
air for the winds to bear. 


By choosing various 
elements, 


you could make a dust that would 


be active in killing power for a few 
days, a few weeks or months, or 
for hundreds to thousands of years, 
Dr. Szilard declared. 


To make a world suicide dust, ac- 
tive for five years, it would take 
500 tons of heavy hydrogen, the 
stuff that the H-bomb would be 
made of, he said. 
This amount 


would produce 50 tons of neutrons. 
Neutrons are atomic particles that 
can turn carbon, cobalt, or 
most 
anything else into radioactive at- 
oms. 


Szilard spoke on a University of 


Chicago round 
table 
discussion 


broadcast over NBC. Dith him, and 
agreeing with him, were Dr. Hans 
Bethe, physicist of Cornell Uni- 
versity; Dr. Harrison Brown, shem- 
ist of the University of Chicago, 
and Dr. Fferedick Seitz, physicist 
of the University of Illinois. 
• Szilard said that if Russia or the 
United States fixed up super H- 
bombs with the suicide dust, and 
threatened to use them, "you could 
say that both Russia and America 
can be invincible." 
He said he did not know whether 
either country would be willing to 
commit suicide in this way. But 


a nation would make such an ul- 
timatum as blackmail, and other 
nations would have to guesp wheth- 
er she was bluffing. 
Another problem is whether the 


H-bomb will be too heavy to de- 
liver by plane or guided missile, 
Brown said. 
The biggest cities on earth could 


be destroyed by one single bomb," 
the scientists agreed. 
Almost ev- 


erything would be destroyed with- 
in a radius of ten miles from the 
blast. 
The flash would reach 20 


miles, severely burning people that 
far away.

the group on every detail. 
The 
action brought to an end 
threat of a filibuster by 
Senator 


Hill Hudson of Pecos on the spec- 
ial session's dying hours. 
Final 


adjournment is scheduled for Wed- 
nesday midnight with much legis- 
lation still pending final action. 


Hudson said he would not filibus- 
ter if the compromise were worked 
out."If it is accepted, I'll have no ob- 
jection to the bill," he said. The 
compromise would hurry the bill 
through the senate

house action again before it cold 
finally pass. 
Hudson said the compromise con- 
sisted of changes to limit the do- 
main of Rural Telephone Coopera- 
tives to put them on more equal 
par with private telephone compa- 
nies.

federal government," he said. 
In an early morning session, the 
senate's state affairs committee 
put off its scheduled public hear- 
ing of the senate version of tho 
bill until later in the morning.

licothe told the committee that the 
senate measure was dead because 
of its failure to get out of commit- 
tee 72 hours before the session's 
end. 
A senate rule requires the 72-

He said the house bill could re- 


vitalize the measure, however, since 


New Draft Bill

UNION WAIVES 
JURY, PLEADS 
NOT GUILTY 


Defense Claims 
Miners Acting 
"Individually" 


WASHINGTON. 
Feb. 27—(/P)— 


John L. Lewis' United Mine Work- 
ers today pleaded innocent 
to 


contempt charges resulting from 
the 
failure of 372,000 miners to 


return to work under court order. 


The union waived its right to 


argue its case before a jury and 
decided to let Judge Richmond B. 
Keech rule on the evidence as well 
as the law. 


The big question is 
whether 


the union is responsible for tho 
refusal of the coal miners to go 
back to work. 


Keech issued an order *"ob. 11 


for a return to work, but 
the 


miners have Ignored it. 
The union's attorneys have con- 


tended that the miners arc act- 
nig individually—that the union 
itself has nothing to do with tho 
present strike. 


Once the union's plea was form- 


ally entered, the government be- 
gan attempting to show that the 
union is responsible for keeping 
the mines idle to the point of a 
national coal famine. 


After the introduction 
in evi- 


dence of court documents, a re- 
cess was taken until 
afternoon. 


Government 
attorneys 
asked 


the recess. They said they did not 
want to interrupt contract nego- 
tiations which had begun, mean- 
time, but did want to call as wit- 
nesses some of the men engaged 
in those negotiations . 
Both presidential fact-finder Da- 


vid L. Cole and federal mediation 
director'Cyrus S. Chlng were pres- 
ent at the renewed peace talks. 


Cole said, when talks recessed 
early this morning, that the par- 
ties had "really negotiated every 
point" and for a time had seemed 
to be making real progress. 


But the operator told reporters 


he felt tho union spokesmen had 
gone as far as they could in the 
absence of Lewis. 
He indicated 
that little could be expected until 
the UMW president 
returns 
to 


Washington. 


Congressional leaders, who hava 
a regular Mondayi morning con- 
ference with 
President Truman, 


said after it that there had been, 
a discussion of the coal situation. 


But House Speaker Rayburn (D- 


Texas) said there was no talk of 
seizure legislation.

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FINGERPRINTS FOR ALL 


One of the crime-fighting 


ideas under study at Wash 
ington is the creation of i 
huge fingerprint file which 
would include the prints o" 
every individual who holds ; 
Social Security card. Abou 
a third of the people in 'the 
nation now have Social Se 
curity accounts; if the cov 
erage should be broadenec 
the 
proportion might be 


raised to a half 
or two 


thirds of the total popula 
tion. 


The fingerprint file of the 


Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion is in itself 
immensely 


valuable for identifying the 
owners of fingerprints, en 
tering into the investigation 
of crimes. But many times it 
is of no help in ?, particular 
case because the 'person who 
left the prints behind had 
never been embroiled with 
the law in such a way as to 
get his fingerprints into that 
file. An additional file in 
eluding the prints of almost 
everybody would supply the 
missing name in many such 
instances. Here it should be 
noted that while the FBI file 
is essentially one of criminal 
investigation, it contains the 
prints of a large number of 
ordinary c i t i z e n s 
with 


blameless records, who have 
voluntarily contributed their 
prints to it. 


A bigger file would have 


many non-criminal applica- 
tions, in the identification of 
amnesia victims, accident or 
crime victims whose papers 
might have been lost or stol- 
, en, settilkig civil disputes or 
identity, and such. Of course 
it would make voluntary dis- 
appearance, even for 
inno- 


cent r e a s o n s , hard to 
achieve. 
But most people 


•with ordinary relations to- 
ward the law are willing to 
stick to tr-irown identities.

"War is too serious a mat- 


ter to be left to the gener- 
als." The epigram of Geor- 
.gea Clemenceau, the pre- 
mier who helped to save 
France in the First World

Hearing that the Germans 
were threatening Basra on 
the Persian Gulf, the chief 
port through which supplies 
could be shipped from India 
to Asia Minor, and- Habba- 
niya in Iraq,

Churchill thought that a 
slight effort would scare out 
the pro-German faction in 
Iraq. He therefore' insisted 
that Wavell make this ges- 


, ture. Wavell was unwilling, 


arguing that his resources 
were too slim. Eventually it 
proved that Wavell was 
wrong. Only a small attack 
was enough to put to flight 
Germany's local aides, and 
to secure Basra and Hab- 
baniya. 


Churchill says: 
"Thus the German plan 


for raising rebellion in Iraq 
and mastering cheaply this 
wide area was frustrated on 
a small margin. The author- 
ities at home, over whom I 
•presided, directly overruled

pin. 
Three days later he was in 
a hospital complaining indignant- 
ly to a nurse: 
"They told me nothing 
was 
wrong with my arm—and here I 
am half dead from blood poison- 
ing."This mythical gent 
suffered 


from what is now the major dis- 
ease of our age—tho benzedrine 
age. 
And that disease is the 
compulsion to feel 
that there 
must !>e something wrong wittt 
you, just because you're alive. 
It's become a national epidemic. 
People are beginning to develop 
guilt complexes whenever they re 
told they're normal. They suspect 
it's anti-social to be healthy. 
The bane of the medical world 
used to be the fellow who tried 
to treat his appendicitis at home 
by following directions in a pat- 
ent medicine almanac. Today it's 
the guy who tries to bandage his 
mental problems by reading the 
psychology books in the corner 
drugstore. 
People's mushrooming preoccu- 
pation with their own mental jun- 
gle has got even the psychiatrists 
worried. 
"The net result 
must be to 
produce uncertainty, 
confusion 


and distress," Jules V. Coleman, 
director of tha mental hygiene 
clinic at the University of Colo- 
rado Medical Center, told a con- 
vention of mental specialists last 
week. 
Ordinary 
mental 
health, like 
ordinary body health, can best be 
retained by following the rules 
j'our grandmother knew. An old 
lady once gave this poor man's 
philosopher a simple prescription 
that so far has worked unfaillng- 
ily:"If your mind hurts, or your 
feet hurt, take off your shoes and 
go to bed. In any case, just relax 
and -get away from what causes 
you to feel bad. 
"If nine hours of sleep don't 
make you feel better, go to a doc- 
tor."

Price Is $19,375; 
Lower Rates For 
Zion's Rest Seen 


Purchase of the North Beaton 


Water Supply Co., by the City of 
Corsicana for $19.375 was announc- 
ed today by Water Commissioner 
Edgar Rittersbacher and Mayor 
Hubert T. Braselton. The settling 
of the purchase culmniates deal- 
ings which started last August. 
The water line serves approi- 


mately 350 customers in the Zions 
Rest area and after the February 
statements, the citizens in Zion's 
Rest will enjoy city water rates 
which are less than those former- 
ly charged by the water system. 


The former owners of the wa- 
ter line, Joe T. Smith and Kufus 
B. M. Dowell, will receive $!»,!»& 
in cash and the water collections 
through Feb. 23. The city, 
in 
turn, will assume the liability of 
meter deposits, not exceeding ?5 
on each of the 333 meters on the 
line. 
Each water user who has a me- 


ter will be required to come to 
the city hall to turn In his pres- 
ent meter deposit receipt for a 
city receipt. 
Zion's Rest water users will re- 


ceive lower rates on bills issued 
after 
Feb. 
23. 
The • minimum 
charge under the Beaton system 
was $2 and water rates were 50 
cents per thousand. 
The city's 


minimum charge is $1 and rates 
start at 40 cents per thousand and 
decrease with the amount used. 
Rittersbacher 
and 
Braselton 


were authorized to close the deal 
for the water system by the city 
commission about two. weeks ago. 
Braselton said papers were being 
drawn up to conclude the deal 
and that if any further action was 
needed by the commission that it 
would be taken Monday. 
Rittersbacher 
explained 
that 


the system has about 333 separ- 
ate meters but that in some cas- 
es one meter served more than 
one customer. The city plans to 
Install a meter for each user.

eral months ago the owners said 
the line

er. city engineer. 
In following meetings, the own- 


ers dropped their price to $30,000 
and the city upped its bid to $17,- 
500. After a mass meeting, attend- 
ed by Zion's Rest folks, the own- 
ers dropped the asking price to 
$20,000 and the city nlcreased its 
price to $18,750. 


The owners and the city officials 


met again, decided to split the.$l,- 
250 difference and settled on the 
$19,375 price.

Age Certificates 


The Texas Employment Com- 


mission and the wage and hour 
and public contracts divisions of 
the U. S. department of labor have 
entered into an agreement which 
authorizes TEC offices to issue fed- 
eral certificates of age to employ- 
ers and minors where the latter 
are employed in occupations hav- 
ing minimum age requirements, ac- 
cording to a Joint statement is- 
sued by the two agencies. 
This certificate of age, the state- 
ment pointed out, is designed to 
protect both the employer and the 
minor against unintentional viola- 
tion of the Federal Child 
Labor 
Laws concerned with the employ- 
ment of minors. 
The law cover- 


ing employment of minors la ap- 
plicable only in those 
instances 


where goods are 
manufactured, 


processed or delivered for inter- 
state commerce; to thoseengaged 
in interstate commerce and to ag- 
riculture during hours when school 
is in session. 
Any employers employing minors 


under 20 years of age may apply 
for federal certificates of age at 
the nearest local office of the Tex- 
as Employment Commission.
